§ I live far remote from the Seat of 
© News and Politics, I hope you will 
excufe this Trouble, which is occa- 
fioned by the earncft Defire I have to 
appear well in the Eyes of my loyal 
Neighbours. I am free enough to 
own, that, hitherto, I have been ex- 
tremely indifferent with Regard to the Rebellion in Scotland ; 
but the daily and hourly Alarms which fhake the moft 
retired Situation, no longer fuffer me to tafte that Repofe 
which ever attends Tranquillity. It is in order to apolo- 
gize for this Indifference, that I now attempt to become 
your Correfpondent. 





It was no Surprize, thata young Fellow fhould make a def- 
perate Attempt for fo bright a Prize as the Imperial Crown of 
Great-Britain ; but that he fhould be able, from fo fmall 
a Beginning as himéfelf attended by five or fix other People, 
to pufh the Folly and Rafhnefs of this Attempt into Proba- 
hility of Succefs ; that he fhould make all Britain tremble, 
even to the Throne of her Sovereign ; that he fhould make 
our Concerns upon “the Continent appear Trifles ; that he 
fhould efface the very Remembrance of the Ballance of 
Europe ; that he fhould fill every Corner of this great, 
powerful, and well-affe€tioned Kingdom with Dread and 
Difmay ; I fay, all this happening in the Space of two or 
three Months, will make Fable after this Year appear as 
Truth, and reconcile Romance to Probability. 


Had his Majefty ever laid down any other Rule of Go- 
vernment, or ever purfued any other Plan or Rule than 
what is confiftent with the well known and eitablithed 
Laws of the Kingdom ; had his Minifters, however mifled, 
ever attempted to abolifh Law ; had the Mifcarriages, fo 
unavoidable in a State of Warfare, which we have met 


with, brought us to the Brink of Ruin; were the national . 


Delufion univerfal, all this might be, in fome Meafure, 
accounted for: But as the Reverfe of all this is the Truth, 
where are we to feek for the Caufes, but in the unaccount- 
able Remiffnefs in not ftrangling in its Neft this Viper of 
Rebellion, which has flung our Quiet, and poifoned our 
Happinefs. 


I muft, with Shame, acknowledge that, "till very lately, 
Ilook’d upon the whole of this melancholy Profpeét as 
Farce and Fiétion ; it therefore remains that, through the 
Chaanel of your Paper, I fhould account for the Reafons. 


The firft Accounts we had by Authority mentioned the 
landing of this young Man only as Probability ; but the 
Rafhnefs of the Adtion, with me, deftroy’d the Credibility, 
not only of his Succefs, but of his Attempt. For many 
Weeks a profound Silence was kept, the Thing laugh’d at 
in all Companies ; General Cope’s March was looked upon 
as a Parade of Triumph, rather than an Enterprize of 
Danger; and the Public, in Idea, again faw the Roads 
crowded with rebellious Chains, and the Gibbets loaded 
with Highlanders. ‘Their March Southward was the firft 
Step of theirs which tranfpir’d; and we rather laugh’d 
than were alarm’d at their {eizing Perth: Nay, fo very 





wife, or fo mighty fanguine were our Coffee-Houfe Politi- 
cians, that Sir Yobnr C——’s pafling them was extoll’d as a 
Matfter-Piece of Military Stratagem, fince the fmall Hand- 
ful of defperate Rebels were now betwixt two Fires, that of 
his E——y, and that of the valiant Capt. R. Sennant, who 
had taken upon him the Command of the Troops which 
were to defend Edinburgh. We then flatter’d ourfelves 
that not a fingle Rebel could efcape, andall the Difficulty 
was, where to find Prifons fufficient for ftowing them when 
they fhould throw themfelves upon the Mercy of the Go- 
vernment. Thofe pleafing Ideas: were heightened and en- 
couraged by the loyal Addrefs of the City of Edinburgh, 
which was prefented in a Manner in the very Teeth of Re- 
bellion, and the dutiful Flourithes of the gallant Volunteers, 
who were to cock up the Pretender’s Beavor. But chiefly 
we were animated by the Accounts publifh’d by Authority, 
a few Days before the fatal AQiion of G/ad/muir, that the 
Rebels were not above 3000 naked, needy, miferable Wretches, 
and that their Numbers were rather diminijbing than in- 
creafing. 


After fuch Affurances, it was loek’d upon to be the 
Heighth of Folly and Madnefs, not without a fmall Spice 
of Difloyalty, to doubt of their utter Ruin in a very few 
Days. Every Poft brought Accounts of their Cowardice, 
their Defertions, their Mutinies, their Unrulincfs ; nay, 
the very Mention of the King’s Troops had made them 
feamper. All this made me laugh at their vain, giddy, 
diftant Efforts. I encourag’d my Neighbours to do the 
fame ; and tho’ we were aftonifhed at the unparallel’d De- 
feat of the King’s Forces, yet the frefh Accounts we had 
in the Papers of the Diffentions and Mutinies of the Re- 
bels, kept us from being difmay’d. 


In fhort, I remained not only myfelf under this mifera- 
ble Delufion, but, I fpeak it to my Shame, | was inftru- 
mental in fpreading it amongit all my Neighbours. His 
Majeity’s Speech from the Throne, was the firlt Thing 
that rous’d us from this Security. It was then but too 
plain, that our Dangers had been from foolifh or worfe 
Views conceal’d and diminifh’d, and I foon found how 
fatally I had deluded myfelf and others. But the freth 
Accoants we daily received in our Papers of their Defer- 
tions, their Wants, and Differences, again reafiur’d us. 
We hop’d that they would diffipate upon the firft March of 
General Wade ; but, alas! how were we undeceiv’d when 
frefher and more authentic Accounts fwell’d their Numbers 
to 8,10, nay 11000 Men. At prefent we are alarm'd 
more than ever by the News of theirdaring to enter Exgland, 
at a Time when there are upwards of 60,000 Men in 
Arms within the Ifland to oppofe them. 


Now, Sir, tho’ the very Idea of Rebellion is too fhock- 
ing, yet what could any reafonable Man have done, but 
what I and my Neighbours did, as we had no other Means 
of Information but the Papers. I am afraid too many in 
England are in the like Situation, but I hope the Nation 
is now not only fore-arm’d but forewarn’d. I muft there- 
fore earneftly beg my Countrymen not to be lull’d into 
Security, by any of the common idle Reports f{pread about 
from our common News-Papers ; for from the [xperience 





I have in my own Neighbourhood, I will venture to affirm, 
that nothing, perhaps, has fo effectually aided the Rebels 
Caute as thofe Reports: Too much Caution never can be 
repented of, too much Prefumption may.

Whitehall, Ofober 30. There are Advices from Ber- 
wick of the 25:h at Nighr, that the Carriages which 
the Rebcls had demanded from different Places, all 
came into Edinburgh upon the 22d and 23d, but were 
immediately difmiiled ; and the People belonging to 
them were told, they fhould have fome Days Notice 
before their March to get them ready again. Upon 
the 22d, they had a general Review between Leith 
and Edinburgh 

Whiteball, Nov. t. There is Advice from Berwick 
of the 28.h of O€tober, that upen the 26th Glen- 
bucket’s, wich the Athol Men, marched to Mufielburgh, 
and gave out, they were to ftay there “ull further Or- 
ders, The Rebels feemed to be packing up their Rag- 
gage upon that Day, and their Cannon, coniifting of 
feven Pieces, were feat to the Eaftward. A Detach- 
ment of 5 or God of their Men were ftattoned at Allo- 
way, at anarrow Paflige upon the Firth, where they 
were erecting a Battery to fecure a P.ffage, and build- 
ing flat-bortomed Boats for bringing over their Arms, 
&c. landed at Moatrofe and Stonehaven. The Ludlow 
and Fox Men of War were in the Road of Leith, It 
was reported that the Rebels had great Differences 
amongtt themtelves, “They hada {mail Camp upon the 
Plain between Inverask and Dalkeith. Lord Loudon 
was at Invernefs wiih a good Number of Men, and 
had, by thofe Accounts, been joined by the Sutherland 
People, the Monroe's, &c. “The Campbells of Ar- 
gylefhire were faid to be in Arms for the King, and 
encamped at Inverary. Ocher Letters mention, that 
John Campbell, Efq; Lieutenant-Colonel to Lord 
Loudon’s Highland Regiment, had, with three Com- 
panies thereof, aitacked, difarmed, and difperfed 700 
of the Macleans, who were upon their March to join 
the Rebels near Edinburgh. General Blakeney and 
his Men, in Stirling-Caftie, were all well. Marfhal 
Wade was at Newcaftle upon the 29th, with all the 
Troops from Doncafter, excepting thofe from Ireland, 
whch are one Day’s March behind. He propofed 
halting at Newcaftle a Day or two, and then to march 
on towards Edinburgh. The feven Battalions from 
Flanders were all fafely arrived at Newcaftle and Ber- 
wick, together withthe feven Companies of Brackell’s 

Legiment, Dutch, which had been left in Holland. 

Whitehall, Nov. 5, By Letters fromthe Northof the 
34f of laff Month, there is an Account, that the Re- 
bels continue to feize on all the Hortes, Forage, and 
Provifion they can find between Berwick and Edin- 
borgh, in order to diftrefs his Majefty’s Troops on their 
March. Their Countcls were fo various and fu@uat- 
ing, that they frequently contradict and ccuntermand 
the Ovders of the preceding Day ; they plunder the 
Country, and raife all the ready Maney they can lay 
their Hands ov from the Collectors of the Ceti, Cuf- 
toms, and Excile, in the Diftribution of which to their 
Chiets and Superiors, few or none are contented with 
their Proportion, and confequently there are great Jea- 
loufies and ill Blood amongft them. Marfhal Wade 
propofed to march towards Berwick Yefterday or To- 
day Qn Sarurday the 26th of loft Month, the main 
Body of the Rebels having almoft evtirely evacuated 
Edinburgh and Leith, pitched their ‘Tents to the Weft 
of Inverask Church: They had feven or eizht Pieces
